of the police force demand full workman's 
compensation, enough, at all 
hours of the day when their duties might lead 
them into situations where the use of fire- 
arms might be necessary. 

That, in brief, is the case for the regula- 
tion which forbids constables to carry guns | 
when they are off duty 

On the other hand, there is the undoubt- 
ed fact that all police constables have a very 
definite public function whether they are in 
uniform or out of it, patrolling their beats or 
watering their own front lawns 

A constable is a police officer during his 
hours of duty. But he is a peace officer 24 
hours a day. As a peace officer, a constable 
has no responsibility in matters of police 
routine, But, as a peace officer, he is obliged 
to take the lead in keeping the peace, which 
means that he is obliged to interfere to pre- 
vent the commission of any crime. 

On duty or off duty, this constable on 
Sunday morning was a peace officer and it 
was his job to investigate the sound of the 
blast which blew the door off the burglared 
safe, For that reason he should have been 
carrying a gun, 

The police department should reconsider 
its ruling in this matter. 


There are indications that a further re- 
organizations is to be made, since British Col- 
umbia is without cabinet representation “for 
a short time” and Mr. MacKinnon is not to be 
kept permanently in the fisheries depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Mackenzie is not of the rugged type 
and his desire to escape from the grind of 
departmental duties can be understood, while 
Mr. MacKinnon takes a less onerous post 
after a long and strenuous career in the 
trade and commerce branch.

At the annual meeting of the 
Bank of Toronto, Wednesday, F. H. 
Marsh, president, named his suc- 
cessor in office ‘and announced 
three other changes in the bank's 
executive posts. Mr. Marsh, him- 
self, becomes chairman of the 
board; J. L. Carson is appointed 
president; B. S. Vanstone steps up 
to the vice-presidency and L, G. 
Gillett is the new general manager. 


Bank Head Warns 
Against Inflation 


TORONTO, Jan. 21—Addressing 
the annual meeting of the Bank of 
Toronto today, president F, H. 
Marsh drew attention to many as- 
pects of the Canadian and interna- 
tional scene which affect the well- 
being of every citizen of the Dom- 


inion. 

“For many years,” he said, “it 
has been evident that a nation can- 
not endure in political or econ- 
omic isolation.” Mr. Marsh de- 
scribed the Geneva Agreements, 
the International Trade Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations and the 
International Trade Fair to be held 
in Toronto from May 31 to June 12 
as great steps toward the freer in- 
terchange of goods between na- 
tions. : 

The president declared “Our part 
in the Marshall plan will largely be 
in helping to furnish food, textiles, 
machinery and supplies to nations 
wrecked by war. This may mean 
less goods for ourselves but if the 
materials we supply under the 
Marshall plan are paid for in U.S. 
dollars, our present financial dif- 
ficulties will be to that extent re- 
lieved.” 

In straight and unequivocal terms 
Mr. Marsh warned Canadians 
against inflation on one hand and 
unwise expansion on the other. He 
said “Our chief current danger is 
that of being swept along with the 
present inflationary trend. As 
bankers we must discourage unwise 
expansion. Business must realis- 
tically appraise its own position 
and in selling to consumers resist 
the temptatioh to take undue ad- 
vantage of the ready money which 
momentarily is in hand. Citizens 
of all ranks should confine their 
buying to essential purchases and 
wherever possible resist prices 
which outrage both pocket and 
mind, Labor, like management 
and capital, must see that infla- 
tion 1s everybody's business and 
that it cannot be corrected by ex- 
horbitant profits or continuous in- 
creases in wages which simply add 
fuel to the fire. One of the most 
effective remedies is to increase 
production without adding to costs, 
Labor must give full value.” 

Mr. Marsh praised the advances 
being made in farming technique, 
forest preservation and, in par- 
ticular, the attention which is be- 
ing given to mining. “The federal 
government,” he said, “has shown 
that it is aware of the importance 
of our mining industry and its vital 
place in Canada’s economy. New 
methods of discovery are extending 
the gold areas but shortage of 
miners handicaps development. 
There is general agreement that 
production of gold and base metals 
should be encouraged. Iron ore 
deposits found in Northern Ontario 
and near the Quebec-Labrador 
border are adding to our potential 
output, Further discoveries in Al- 
berta are highly important to our 
petroleum supplies. Of consider- 
able significance also is the report 
of deposits of high-grade anthracite 
coal in northern British Columbia.” 

B. S. Vanstone, general man- 
ager, in his review of the business 
of the Bank of Toronto, said: “The 
annual statement can be regarded 
as in every way satisfactory. Total 
assets are now $393,000,000, an in- 
crease of $25,000,000 during the 
year, and are the highest in the 
bank's history. Quick assets—those 
readily convertible into cash—are 
$265,000,000 and are equal to 71.14% 
of all liabilities to the public. De- 
posits from the public amount to 
$337,000,000-—which also is a record, 

“The Bank of Toronto now has 
200 branches and a staff of over 
1,145 men and 931 women.”

Business Spotlight 


Fail Recognize 
Earning Power 


By the Canadian Press 


Market observers remain some- 
what puzzled by the refusal of trad- 
ers to recognize current high earn- 
ings in their stock market dealings, 

A Toronto brokerage firm (Moss, 
Lawson and Company) in a review 
of current prices and approximate 
dividend yields of representative 
mining and industrials stocks, made 
thie observation: 

“The current unwillingness of the 
market to recognize earning power 
is being carried to unusual ex- 
tremes. Such relation between 
prices and earnings allows for 
large declines in earnings before 
the current dividends on stocks 
would be jeopardized.” 

Whether or not the investing pub- 
lic anticipates such “large declines 
in earnings,” a brief survey of 
price movements on stock markets 
in Canada and the United States 
shows that the trend so far this 
year has repeated that of 1947 
when stocks did not reflect high 
earnings and rising commodity 
price levels.

Since the first of the year New 
York has recorded a majority of 
losing over gaining sessions. Tor- 
onto activity could be judged from 
the exchange's indexes for indus- 
trials, up four sessions and down 
nine for the 13 trading periods; 
golds up four, down nine; base 
metals up seven, down six; west- 
ern oils up five, down eight. Mon- 
treal movements were similar to 
Toronto. 

Market action has been largely 
professional in character with trad- 
ers keeping close watch on develop- | 
ments in the domestic and interna-| 
tional fields and attempting to an- 
ticipate the narrow price swings. 

Throughout this period, however, 
commodity markets have accelerat- 
ed the upward price trends, and the 
spread between commodity and 
stock prices has widened. Many 
market analysts express the opin- 
ion that the gap between the two 
levels is a disturbing influence and 
that either commodity prices will 
have to come down or stock prices 


go up.

Stock markets yesterday report- 
ed mixed trends with New York 
showing moderate improvement on 
a selected basis; London dull; Mon- 
treal and Toronto quiet and con- 
tinuing soft. Chicago grains with- 
stood profit cashing and finished 
well ahead, while oats, barley and 
rye futures all scored gains in Win- 
nipeg. Livestock markets were re- 
latively quiet with prices steady.

VANCOUVER, Jan, 21.—(CP)— 
E. P. Taylor, president of B.C, For-
